It went together quickly 
and works well. The only glitch was that it took me a while to figure 
out which section of the tuning capacitor to use. I've been listening 
in on 40m CW many of the past nights. To go with the SUDDEN, I returned 


to the W1FB _Notebook_ series and tried to build... 


..the single-transistor 7MHz transmitter from _W1FB's Design Notebook_, 
page 151. It works, and I can't knock that, but I get only 5-10 mW of 
output. I _think_ it's a schematic error, but I'm still trying to 
analyze it to figure out how it's supposed to work.

Subject: hacksaw paddle update 


Hello to all. Hope your holiday was pleasing. Has anyone had any success 


with the hacksaw paddle yet? I have a couple of updates I thought I would 
throw out. 


This weekend I built another paddle, but this time I used the metal "spine" 
from an old pendaflex file folder instead of a hacksaw blade. It's a little 
easier to work with, and you don't have to remove any old paint, or try to 
grind down the teeth. This spine has about the same amount of flex (only 
slightly stiffer) as a blade. 


I usually cut off the tips of paint stirrer sticks to form the paddle 
itself. You can also use a couple of large, triangular guitar picks, 
available at just about any music store. If you use these picks, make sure 
you use heavy or extra-heavt guage, as the thinner picks flex too much. 
These picks will also give your paddle a real "Bencher" look. Maybe we 
should cann it a "picnic Bencher" (hi). 


Hope you have fun with this. If anyone runs in to any problems, leave me a 
message, and I'll try to help.

>100 mH range? Remember, toroids probably would pick up less hum 
>than the Toko items. 


Firstly, I must state that minimum cost has been an important criterion! 


The toroid cores came off a board from an obsolete MUX and were used for 
filtering noise on serial lines - all I know about them has been gleaned by 
experiment and referance to formulae in the ARRL Handbook. They are 30mm 
(1.25inch OD) and appear to be ferrite, with an Al value of approx 480. I 
believe this is the permeability range used for noise filtering - similar 
cores from Amidon (closest is type 43 mix) have a useable frequency range 
of 10kHz to 1MHz. 


I started by winding 250 turns on one and testing it in a resonant circuit 
with an audio generator and CRO. It was about 28mH and appeared to have 


lousy Q in the audio range (determined by the broad resonance peak). I 
attributed this to the ferrite mix not being suitable and put it aside for 
a while. 


Remembering that 'Q' is related to the inductive reactance divided by the 
DC resistance and that the inductance is related to the square of the 
number of turns - it occurred to me that doubling the number of turns would 
double the resistance but quadruple the inductive reactance giving a higher 


‘'Q'. 


Increasing the number of turns to 450 resulted in an inductance of approx. 
100mH with xmuch* better 'Q' in the audio range indicated by a very sharp 
resonance peak. Calculated values for 100mH inductors at 1kHz are Q=63 for 
the handwound toroid and Q=9 for the Toko. Hence my question about what 
would happen to the filter response shape. 


The opinion (thanks Kent and Rick) is that the filter would have lower 
attenuation in the passband but would be more critical of element values, 
have more ripple and quicker phase changes with frequency. However the 
inductors can be padded with resistors to lower the Q to the designed 
values. 


>Don't know about the Q; definitely the lower resistance will cut the loss. 
> 

> > The filter is a 7th order elliptical low pass filter with f.cutoff of 
> > 850Hz and minimum stopband attenuation of 70dB intended for CW 

> > reception. 


I assembled the filter using junkbox capacitors - some were 5% tolerance 
and some were 20% greencaps. Listening tests proved that it worked with a 
steep slope at cutoff, but the cutoff frequency was too low, around 650Hz. 
Suspecting the loose tolerance greencaps I replaced each with a smaller 
value. Needless to say the filter now has a very sloppy set of components, 
but the cutoff frequency is now 800Hz. I will obtain a set of 10% caps by 
the weekend, and may later mailorder a closer tolerance set. 


How does the R2 sound with the CW filter - excellent! Switching from the 
3kHz SSB filter to the CW filter I notice that band noise and interferance 
drop away to leave the signal standing out. It is so sharp that SSB is 
completely unintelligible when it is switched in. 


Finally, the idea of winding 500 turns on a small toroid was daunting at 
first, but with a jig to grip the core and a small shuttle to hold the wire 
I found it to be easy. My jig consisted of a pair of terminal crimping 
pliers with a rubber band wrapped around the handle clamped to a bracket, 
in turn clamped to a table. With the core held in the narrow jaws it took 
maybe 2 hours to wind an inductor. I wound them 'scrambled Pi' style, where 
I wound 100 scramble turns on a small area, then advanced around the core 


for the next 100 turns - 5 of these gave the required number. 
>Anyone want a repost of the filter, ask David or me. 
I second that!

These are the ones on PC's that 
always come loose when you remove a cable and then can't tighten the 
cable back up when you relocate the printer or modem on you desk. Any 
way the circuit board is raised off the bottom of the case about a 
quarter of an inch. I suppose if I needed more space I could put two 
or three of these screwed together. Some people responded with ideas 
for either insulated or not insulated standoffs, and I appreciate the 
responses.

Subject: OHR Spirit problems

I have some problems with my QRP Spirit 80 m. I hope to extract some 
pieces of advice from others who know the QRP Spirit before attempting 
to solve the problems. I called OHR today, but I guess there is a 
holiday in the US. It is indeed very quiet on this list at the moment. 


Building the kit was quite nice, but now that everything is all neatly 
wired and fixed, I don't very much enjoy the idea of taking it apart 
several times to try fixes that may not work. 


I hope my post is not too long, but I try not to be vague. 


1. (Maximum) VFO output on C20 is only about 0.63 Vpp instead of the 1 
Vpp the instructions call for. This was measured with a PACO AV-1 RF 
probe which has a single crystal (Ge-)diode rectifier and a VTVM. The 
transmitter puts out some 5 Watts as it should and I haven't been able 
to detect any deafness of the RX compared to another RX, either. So it 
doesn't look all that bad.... 


2. In a location 25 miles from a 500 kW MW transmitter on 747 kHz with 
a 12 m long antenna connected to the Spirit, the RX suffered from 
breakthrough of the very strong MW signal. There was a lot of din all 
over the band and also a carrier with recognizable modulation on at 
least one frequency within 3.5-3.6 MHz. 


Would it be likely that this condition is aggravated by the low mixer 
injection (see above)? 


3. I noticed that according to the circuit diagram of the VFO section 
R35 (1kOhm) passes about 10 mA DC through L4 of the VFO bandpass 
filter. I would think this rather strange. R35 loads L4 // C31 and 
this is probably intentional, but the 10 mA DC is a waste and also 
can't do any good to the magnetic properties of L4. Can anybody 
explain what the reason might be or should I change R35 to be in 
parallel with L4? 


The VFO output circuit matches the BP filter output to a low impedance 
(50 Ohms) for the mixers. I can't find any wrong components (I checked 
most components with a meter before putting them on the board and I 
had no mix-ups at all). At the input of this amplifier circuit the RF 
voltage is higher than at the output. Also the collector of Q5 carries 
a lot more RF than the output. 


According to the literature, the proper injection level for a DBM is + 
5 dBm to + 10 dBm. At 50 Ohms this translates into more than 1.12 Vpp. 
So I feel I should try to get more injection to the mixer, but is 
there a tried and proven way to get it right with this particular VFO 
circuit? 


The breakthrough problem calls for a BC band rejection filter. If it 
were placed ‘'externally' in series with the built-in low pass filter, 
the filter could upset the matching of the TX-output to the 50 Ohms 
load, I suppose. 


So I think a BC rejection filter should be placed between the 
T/R-switching circuitry and the RF preamplifier, which would make it 
necessary to tamper with the transmitter board... I am thinking of 


using the elliptic filter as published in the ARRL-handbook of 1994 on 
page 30-16. Externally it could be used with other QRP-rigs as well. 


Does anybody have any experience with solving these problems that 
he/she would like to share? 


I would be really pleased with any advice I can get in this way. The 
OHR technical consultation may be free, but overseas phone calls 
aren't so very cheap. 


I'm sorry if anybody was bored by my lengthy story.

I was just thumbing through the June 94 issue of QST (catching up on my 
reading) and came across a Product Review of the Nye Viking MB-V-A 
Antenna Tuner. I thas a neat feature that looks applicable to the Oak 
Hill Research WM-1 QRP Wattmeter. As owners may recall it is possible to 
run down the 9 volt battery every time you forget to turn the WM-1 off 
after use. 


The Nyw Vikling unit has a unique 9V battery metering circuit that turns 
the meter circuit "on" when it "sniffs" RF and turns itself off 
approximately 1 minute after RF is removed. It also sniffs for high and 
low RF power and changes range accordingly - What a neat idea. 


Does anyone have, or know of someone with one of these Nye units? It 
would be nice to see the schematic and see if it something that us QRPers 
could "reverse-engineer" for our private use.

Subject: QRP rig for Maritime Mobile 


Last winter I crewed on a yacht delivery to Grenada from South Carolina and 
took my old Icom 730 and a dipole along. It was fun to be able to work the 
Maritime Mobile nets for once from the other side. However packing the rig 
to and from the boat with other gear was a bit of a burden and anyway now it 
is tied up running the hf port on the packet bbs here. That also means that 
in my shack I have a triband beam at 100 feet that isn't in use since the 
packet is running on an 80 m dipole. This winter I may get to do a longer 
Atlantic trip. So I think I should try my hand at qrp with a rig I can play 
with here and then take sailing. 


There are a number of factors here. One, is that I don't want to come up 
with the price of a TS50 or something like that. I would like a small rig, 
qrp makes sense, that I can pack easily. Ideally, the rig, a tuner, an swr 
meter and the antenna cable would fit in a lunch box. I am game to try and 
polish up my cw but it would also be good to be able to work 20 meter ssb. 
Last year I took a 20 meter dipole and strung it up the mast on the topping 
lift when in use. This meant only setting up on a nice day. I have heard 
that some have had luck using the whole rig as an antenna. I may try that 
instead. The boats are usually new and can't be modified in any way. 


So, how about some feed back. Any suggestions for a rig? Should I try and 
put together a qrp kit? Buy a used or new QRP rig? What about a small 
tuner/swr meter? Buy or build? My bencher paddle wouldn't like boating. 
Any suggestions there? And what about a keyer, maybe a straight key is the 
way to go. And what about an antenna? Has anyone tried using the whole rig 
on a sailboat as a radiator?

I took a sailboat from Hawaii to California about 10 years ago - the 
voyage lasted 22 days. I checked into the 20M maritime net daily 
which provided a xgreatx comfort; at times they would even provide 

a phone patch directly to the Weather Service. 


What rig you use will be a personal choice, but regarding the antenna 
I would recommand hoisting a long wire between the top of the mast 
and the transom (with insulators on each end), and another wire 

to a keel bolt for ground (thus using the ocean as your counterpoise). 
The long wire will almost be vertical (well...) so you'll have an 


effective ground plane antenna. 


I would not recommend using any of the rigging since the mechanical 
connections are not electrically sound (use your ohm meter to check 
resistance between two point in the rigging, then shake the rigging 
and measure again - the resistance will change!). 


If you've got an HF marine band radio then certainly take a QRP 
rig with you; but if your amateur radio gear is the only radio 
aboard then for your safety make sure it has QRO capability! 

If you need to call for help you want to make sure you're 

heard on the first call, for it might be your only call possible.
